Five foxes, two of them mysteriously 
mutilated, have been found dead in 
two Ashtead gardens. 

The tails of the two mutilated foxes 
which died within a week of each other, 
were missing. 

The last fox died in great distress over a 
period of a week although it was still 
strong enough to evade capture. 

Surrey Police is investigating the deaths 
of the animals found in two gardens in 
Overdale and has leafleted the road asking 
for information. 

An official from Natural England, an en¬ 
vironmental organisation, took away the 
last carcass for further investigation and to 
test for traces of poison. 

Animal lover Russ Mills found three of 
the foxes in his garden, the first back in 
February, the second a month later and the 
last just two weeks ago. The other two foxes 
with missing tails were found in the gar¬ 
den of a neighbour in July. 

“Five dead foxes in a few months is ab¬ 
normally high. It may be that someone 
round here is trying to poison rats and 
mice and the bodies are being eaten by the 
foxes,” said Mr Mills, who stressed that did 
not explain why two foxes had no tails. 

He put out leaflets in Overdale and neigh¬ 
bouring Broadhurst warning people not to 
touch the bodies of any animals they find 
in their gardens which attract wildlife 
from Ashtead Common searching for food. 

“We are particularly concerned about 
young children who might see what they 
think is a toy and it turns out to be a mouse 
or a rat that has succumbed to poison. God 
forbid that they should put their hands in 
their mouths. 

“Anyone who finds a dead animal should¬ 
n’t touch it but report it to the police or the 
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Department of Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra). 

“People need to get the message that they 
need to be very careful if they are going to 
use poisons to control rodents.” 

Just a few hundred yards away from 
Overdale in separate incidents three 
dead deer were found close to Ashtead 
station but they are thought to have 
been victims of road accidents as they 
wandered from the common in search 
of food.

The headteacher of a Banstead 
school which failed its Ofsted 
inspection last month, has quit 
his job and been replaced by a 
‘superhead’ in a bid to improve 
standards. 

John Darker, the former head 
of The Beacon School in Pic- 
quets Way, had been due to re¬ 
tire this summer after leading 
the school since it opened in 
1988. But following the failed 
Ofsted inspection, he left six 
months early 

Government officials said 
the school was not providing 
the students with an accept¬ 
able level of education follow¬ 
ing their inspection. An Ofsted 
spokeswoman said they felt 
schools in that category did 
not have the capacity to im¬ 
prove themselves. 

As a result, following the in¬ 
spection at the beginning of 
December the inspectors 
placed the school into special 
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hdarlington @ london.newsquest.co.uk 

measures, meaning that regu¬ 
lar inspections will take place 
up to a period of two years. If 
by then the school has still not 
improved, it could be closed 
down. 

A spokesman for Surrey 
County Council, which over¬ 
sees schools throughout the 
county, said: “John Darker has 
taken the decision to leave his 
post as headteacher of The 
Beacon School in Banstead 
ahead of schedule. Mr Darker 
had already announced his de¬ 
cision to retire at the end of 
the summer term and he has 
brought his retirement for¬ 
ward for personal reasons. 

“Jennifer Thomas has taken 
up the post of acting head¬ 
teacher from January until the 
governors make a permanent 
appointment. 


“She has been seconded from 
Reigate School where she is 
the deputy headteacher. She is 
an experienced teacher who 
has undertaken similar roles 
in the past.” 

Mrs Thomas said: “I am de¬ 
lighted to be working with all 
at The Beacon School. We shall 


address the challenges and op¬ 
portunities presented to en¬ 
sure that our students receive 
the highest standard of educa¬ 
tion.” 

The official Ofsted report 
into the findings of the school 
is due out later this month.

A musician has opened a rock 
school in Epsom to help young 
wannabes on their way to fame and 
fortune.

How to have fewer colds 


Good manners and common sense can 
help cut down on colds and flu - ac¬ 
cording to Surrey Primary Care Trust 
(PCT) which is running a Catch It, Bin 
It, Kill It campaign. 

Research shows that people are not 
fully aware of the huge difference 
using and disposing of tissues correct¬ 
ly and washing hands can make in 
helping prevent the spread of the com¬ 
mon cold and the more serious flu 
virus. 

Already, most adults suffer two to 
five colds a year and infants and pre¬ 
school children have an average of 
four to eight. 


The PCT said people should always 
carry tissues and use them to catch 
coughs and sneezes. Then dispose of 
them as soon as possible and quickly 
clean your hands. 

Dr Ruth Milton, director of public 
health for Surrey, said: “In the UK 
around 15 per cent of the population 
develops colds and flu each year with 
many millions of days lost from 
school and work as a result. 

“Each year around 12,000 people also 
die from flu, and we all have an impor¬ 
tant role in preventing ourselves, our 
families and others from spreading 
germs.”

said: “Frontline police officers 
have to deal with the unpre¬ 
dictability and uncertainty of 
24 hour licensing. We have to 
ensure we have sufficient po¬ 
lice officers on duty 24 hours a 
day to deal with the increasing 
minority of people who persis¬ 
tently drink to excess and then 
cause trouble.” 

The Federation, currently 
based in Surbiton, intends to 
move into its new HQ with 


training and conference facili¬ 
ties, and accommodation for 
officers attending the courses 
in the spring. 

Jan Berry, chairman of the 
Police Federation of England 
and Wales, which represents 
officers from the rank of con¬ 
stable to chief inspector, said: 
“We would like to reassure 
local residents that the bar will 
be for use of conference guests 
and staff only and not open to 
the public, and as a result we 
hope noise will be kept to a 
minimum. 


“The Federation is looking 
forward to our headquarters’ 
move to Leatherhead and to 
fostering good relations with 
local residents.”

All clear for 
Horton farm 

Horton Children’s Farm has 
been given a clean bill of 
health by Defra, the Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs. 

After complaints of animal 
neglect from a former em¬ 
ployee - strongly denied by 
managers - a Defra inspector 
launched an inspection into 
conditions at the farm. 

This week a spokesman for 
the Government department 
said that the Epsom farm had 
been given the all clear after 
a second inspection by ani¬ 
mal welfare officers. 


Police are hunting five armed 
men who robbed a Ewell store 
at gun point last week. 

The incident took place at 
the Co-op store in Kingston 
Road on December 30 just 
before 10pm, when five males 
entered the store through the 
front entrance. 

Two of the men rounded up 
the three members of staff 
and took them to the back of¬ 
fice, with one of the suspects 
carrying a small black hand¬ 
gun. They ordered the safe to 
be opened, stealing the cash 
inside, along with lottery 
scratch cards. 

As they did so, the other two 


suspects went behind the 
serving area and stole money 
from the tills and cigarettes 
as the fifth remained on the 
shop floor. In total, about 
£4,000 was stolen. 

Detective Constable Chris 
Tiffin said: “We are treating 
this incident very seriously 
and appealing to anyone who 
was in the area around the 
time of this incident to come 
forward. 

“Crimes of this nature are 
extremely rare in Surrey and 
I want to reassure members of 
the public that we are doing 
all we can to find the people 
responsible. I would urge any¬ 


one who has information 
which they feel may be rele¬ 
vant, no matter how small, to 
please get in touch.” 

The robbers were wearing 
hooded tops and scarves over 
their noses and mouths. The 
group consisted of white and 
black males who spoke with 
London accents.

A woman who fell on ice and broke 
her leg in three places as she 
walked in an isolated area of 
Ashtead Common has praised her 
rescuers. 

Dog walkers heard Charlotte 
Dummigan’s cry for help as she lay 
on the ground in agony and one 
went to summon assistance while 
the others stayed with her. 

They called one of the common 
rangers, Sean O’Kelly, who told 
them to check the footpath number 
written on the nearest signpost. 

The information helped track 
down the injured woman and 
guide the ambulance to her. 

The accident happened before 
Christmas as she walked her two 
spaniels on the common. After 
being taken to St Helier Hospital 
for complex surgery on a broken 
leg she is now recovering at her 
home in Woodfield Close, Ashtead. 

“I was very scared, very fright¬ 
ened and I was in terrible pain,” 
said Mrs Dummigan, 38. 

“I cannot describe the relief 
when I saw the ranger. I had been 
lying on the icy ground for an hour 
and was so grateful that he put his 
warm coat over me because by 
then my arms and legs were numb 
with cold. 

“I was also just so glad that the 
path was numbered clearly and 
that the ambulance was able to get 
to me in spite of it being midwin¬ 
ter and very muddy.” 

She had high praise for the dog 
walkers who summoned the 


ranger and the paramedics who 
treated her. 

“They were wonderful, they did 
an excellent job and I just want to 
thank everyone involved. 

“I would very much like to thank 
the three women who stopped 
their dog walks and assisted me,“ 
she added. 

Ranger Sean O’Kelly, who came 


to Mrs Dummigan’s rescue, said: 
“We have numbered all the foot¬ 
paths so it is easier for people to 
know where they are in an emer¬ 
gency. When the emergency ser¬ 
vices get a 999 call to the common 
they call us. There are not many 
places for vehicular access to the 
common and we can show them 
the best way for them to go.”

Sharon’s husband is 
‘a suspect’, says dad

The former husband of Ashtead 
murder victim Sharon Birchwood 
is being treated as a suspect in the 
investigation, according to his fa¬ 
ther. 

Colin Birchwood claims that his 
son, Graham, has been inter¬ 
viewed on several occasions by de¬ 
tectives. He also revealed that his 
car was seized by police who have 
been carrying out forensic work 
on it, after they discovered his son 
had been using it when he found 
Mrs Birchwood’s body 

Mrs Birchwood was found bound 
and gagged at her home on Decem¬ 
ber 7 and a postmortem showed 
she died from asphyxia about 24 
hours earlier. 

Speaking of the circumstances 
surrounding her death, Colin 
Birchwood described it all as “a bit 
kinky”. 

He said his son was a disc jockey 
and stored many of his records in 
the loft space at Mrs Birchwood's 
house, often letting himself in 
with his own key to retrieve them 
if she was not at home. He said his 
son had been a suspect in the case 
from the very beginning. 

He added: “He’s been inter¬ 
viewed by the police quite a few 
times. He said the officers were all 
very friendly and all on first name 
terms with each other. Graham’s 
no murderer, but there’s a couple 
of people that would spring to 
mind. But the police haven’t con¬ 


tacted me so I haven’t mentioned 
it.” 

Graham Birchwood remarried 
after his divorce from Sharon and 
has two teenage sons, one of which 
began university last September, 
studying for a business studies de¬ 
gree. 

Colin Birchwood added: “It’s so 
sad to see what it’s doing to the 
family. Graham has very bad dia¬ 
betes, he’s lost a few toes from it 
and all of this is just making it 
worse.” 

A Surrey Police spokeswoman 
admitted that a substantial 


amount of forensic work had been 
carried out. 

She said: “We will never com¬ 
ment on the details of an investi¬ 
gation while the investigation is in 
progress. Until there is sufficient 
evidence to charge an individual 
with an offence, investigation offi¬ 
cers will keep an open mind. 

“Many items have been removed 
for forensic examination in addi¬ 
tion to the forensic work at the 
scene. This detailed work forms 
part of the investigation on which 
we were not prepared to com¬ 
ment.”

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Officers to 
march over 
backpay cut 


Off-duty police officers from 
Surrey Police will be joining up 
to 15,000 of their colleagues 
from across England and Wales 
on a march in central London. 

The furious coppers will be 
taking part in a rally organised 
by the Police Federation to 
show anger and frustration at 
what they say is the Govern¬ 
ment’s recent betrayal over pay 

The rally, due to be held on 
January 23, is the only way 
police officers can legally show 
their anger over their pay and 
their lack of trust in the Home 
Secretary, Jacqui Smith, as they 
are prohibited from joining a 
trade union or taking any form 
of industrial action. 

The federation said that the 
decision taken by the Home Sec¬ 
retary not to ratify, in full, the

decision of the Police Arbitra¬ 
tion Tribunal and to pay offi¬ 
cers the recommended 2.5 per 
cent pay rise backdated to 
September effectively delivered 
police a pay cut in real terms. 

By only backdating to Decem¬ 
ber 1, the deal is only 1.9 per 
cent, below the 2 per cent blan¬ 
ket pay policy introduced by the 
Government for public sector 
workers. 

Stan Hebborn, chairman of 
Surrey Police Federation, said: 
“This will signify the feeling of 
disgust and distrust the rank 
and file police officers have for 
the Home Secretary and the 
Prime Minister, who quite sim¬ 
ply cannot be trusted.

“They feel that we are not wor¬ 
thy to receive the pay that had 
been awarded to us by a due and 
lawful process. How can they 
say that the job police officers 
do is not unique?” 

Bob Quick, Surrey Police 
Chief Constable, added his sup¬ 
port to the campaigning offi¬ 
cers. He said: “This decision 
will needlessly destabilise in¬ 
dustrial relations within the po¬ 
lice service at a time when we 
can least afford it. 


“Police officers have absorbed 
unprecedented levels of addi¬ 
tional work with new threats 
that have had to be contained, 
and ever increasing demands 
from the Government, commu¬ 
nities and society as a whole. 

“Officers are asked to put 
their lives on the line every day” 
The Government claims that 
paying the full award would 
make it impossible to keep to 
its public sector pay guidelines 
to keep inflation at bay. 


Foot and mouth areas: keep out 


Surrey residents are ignoring the ongoing 
foot and mouth restrictions and entering 
premises where the disease was either dis¬ 
covered or where it was strongly suspected 
over the summer and early autumn. 

Epsom Common was one area put under 
precautionary measures in September 
2007, when the disease began to re-emerge. 


Peter Denard, Surrey County Council’s 
trading standards manager, said nobody 
should be under the impression that all the 
country’s foot and mouth restrictions have 
been lifted and people continuing to do so 
could face a fine or even imprisonment. 

He said: “Some restrictions will remain 
in place until September 2008.”

Cancer patients evacuated from the fire- 
struck Royal Marsden Hospital in Chelsea 
have been receiving treatment in Sutton.

Armed teens 
are jailed for 
£11 robbery 


The families of two teenagers 
who robbed schoolboys at knife¬ 
point for £11 sobbed as the 
youths were jailed for 18 
months at Croydon Crown 
Court last Thursday. 

The court heard how the two 
15-year-old Wallington youths 
tormented their victims, some 
as young as 12, saying they were 
going to “stab them” or “cut 
their throats” before stealing 
money, phones and clothes. 

Jane Warren, prosecuting, 
said that on October 5 three 
boys aged between 12 and 13 
were walking in Great Wood- 
cote Park when they noticed 
two older boys following them. 

One of the defendants ap¬ 
proached the group and after 
making what appeared to be 
friendly conversation, suddenly 
pulled a knife out, and said: “If 
you don’t show me your phone, 
it will go through your face” 

When the three showed their 
mobile telephones he decided 
they were not worth taking and 
the victims left and called po¬ 
lice. 

But the two defendants then 
moved their attention to a sec¬ 
ond group of five boys, and the 
same robber demanded mobiles 
and money and threatened to 
cut their throats.

At this stage, the second de¬ 
fendant joined in. 

“He approached one of the 
group and told him: ‘Give me 
your jacket or I’ll stab you’. A 
knife was spotted hanging out 
of his pocket,” Ms Warren told 
the court. 

The robbers stole £11, a jacket, 
gloves and a mobile phone be¬ 
fore one of the victims’ broth¬ 
ers returned with a teacher. 

The two 15-year-olds ran away, 
but one was caught in an alley- 
way and revealed the name of 
his accomplice. 

Mr Recorder Milne told the 
defendants: “This was an act of 
madness. The two of you decid¬ 
ed to go out robbing. I accept 
you both have emotional and 
learning difficulties. You have 
families who are loving and 
concerned, and have expressed 
shock at what has happened. 

“Knives were taken with a 
view to robberies being com¬ 
mitted. The victims were target¬ 
ed and put in real and 
deliberate fear. 

“They believed they were 
going to have their throats cut 
and that is why they handed 
over their possessions.”

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It’s not all jam and 
Jerusalem any more 


Synonymous with jam-making 
and doilies, the reputation of the 
Women’s Institute remains as 
stereotyped as the notion of city 
bankers donning bowler hats and 
briefcases. 

Who would have thought that the 
organisation has been campaign¬ 
ing against political issues such as 
people trafficking and global 
warming years before the trendy 
classes started chattering about 
them at polite dinner parties? 

Not only that, but the jam-mak¬ 
ing - an activity carried out by the 
Institute’s founding members to 
survive the food shortages of 
World War One - now sits along¬ 
side modern pasttimes such as 
reiki, e-business and even (gasp!) 
pole dancing. 

And a year ago Wallington be¬ 
came the host of its first-ever 
Women’s Institute group, set up by 
two twenty-somethings who want¬ 
ed to create a meeting place for 
women from Carshalton and 
Wallington to gather and learn 
new skills. 

“It started off as a bit of a joke,” 
said former president Vicki Usher. 
“My friend Caroline and I had 
been away for a weekend and we 
were joking about how we could be 
sherry-drinking WI members. But

when I looked at its website I re¬ 
alised that it stood for a lot more 
than jam and Jerusalem.” 

The women set up the group, 
toasted the start of it with a nice 
glass of sherry and in no time it at¬ 
tracted more than 20 members aged 
between 24 and 80 - the eldest mem¬ 
ber being Vicki’s grandmother. 

In line with the Fulham WI 
group, which grabs headlines due 
to its lively - and well-connected - 
membership, Vicki and Caroline 
wanted their group to be a modern 
affair. 

Vicki, 30, said: “Some groups still 
sing Jerusalem at the beginning of 
the meeting, which is fine if that is 
what the group wants to do, but it 
isn’t what we wanted.” 

In its first year members were 
given talks on astrology and the 
role of Sutton women in World 
War Two and tried activities such 
as reflexology, truffle-making and 
belly dancing. 

“We weren’t sure if everybody 
would want to join in the belly 
dancing but they all did and it was 
excellent,” Vicki added. 

Members were treated to a lesson 
in Christmas cake decoration, 


thanks to Vicki’s husband Phil 
who is the group pastry chef of ac¬ 
claimed London restaurants the 
Ivy, Le Caprice and J Sheekey. 

As the aim of the game is skills- 
sharing and self-development, 
men are welcomed to group meet¬ 
ings as speakers or teachers but 
they are not allowed to join the in¬ 
stitute. 

Written into the constitution is a 
rule not to allow male members al¬ 
though men can be employed by 
the institute. Currently there are 
about five men working for it - one 
works in the press office and an¬ 
other is the newly-appointed prin¬ 
cipal of the institute’s college of 
adult education based in Abing¬ 
don, Oxford. 

The institute was also posed with 
the dilemma of whether to allow 
transsexual men who identify as 
women to join. Its national ruling 
was that post-op transsexuals were 
welcome to join and there is now 
at least one who is a proud WI 
member. 

Set up to promote rural affairs 
and to encourage women to get in¬ 
volved in food production during 
the war, the institute has not aban¬ 
doned completely its association 
with food and healthy eating. 

Its national campaigns deal with

issues such as sustainable food sources 
and healthy meals for schools.

Racist graffiti in 
Worcester Park 


Racist graffiti on a wall in Worcester Park 
has been removed after complaints from 
Muslim residents. 

The daubing on a wall outside Iceland 
Supermarket in Stone Place contained an 
offensive message with a swastika next to 
it. 

Student Yasmin Amin, 21, of Worcester 
Park, was leaving her house on December 
24 when she saw the abusive words were 
already being cleaned by Sutton Council. 

“I felt very unsafe and I felt angry as 
well. I didn’t know there were neo-nazis in 


the area,” she said. “I’ve been living here 
since I was 16 and I knew it was predomi¬ 
nantly white people who lived in my area, 
but I never thought something like that 
could happen in Worcester Park.” 

Chairman of Kingston Muslim Associa¬ 
tion and Kingston Mosque, Rashid Laher, 
said: “If people feel threatened or are in 
fear they should talk to their safer neigh¬ 
bourhood teams and report it.” 

Sutton Council said the graffiti was re¬ 
moved within an hour.

Bargains galore as 
sales pull punters in 


Fears of a spending slump were 
banished last week when the 
promise of the biggest discounts 
in a decade lured thousands of 
bargain-hunters to Sutton town 
centre. 

Cheerless economic forecasts 
had little effect on post-Christmas 
shopping, as the largest retailers 
reported sales peaks of £2,000 a 
minute on Boxing Day. 

Debenhams in the St Nicholas 
Centre said the number of cus¬ 
tomers through its doors had in¬ 
creased by 25 per cent this year. 

A similar picture emerged at the 
local Body Shop branch, which is 
enticing shoppers throughout Jan¬ 
uary with free skin consultations 
as part of its Winter Defence cam¬ 
paign.

The sales rush, which started on 
Christmas Day when online shop¬ 
pers bought reduced items worth 
£84million, confounded predic¬ 
tions that December would be dis¬ 
astrous for high street outlets in 
the borough. 

Some shops told the Sutton 
Guardian that tills had been ring¬ 
ing at peak levels for the past three 
weeks. 

Emily Fahey, Sutton Town Cen¬ 
tre manager, said: “Despite the 
reported fall in high street sales 
nationally, retailers in Sutton 
reported post-Christmas sales 
attracting more shoppers than last 
year into the high street, resulting 


in an increase in sales on the 
previous year. 

“People took advantage of the di¬ 
verse range of goods and promo¬ 
tions on offer, which helped Sutton 
to buck the trend of falling sales.” 

She said: “This has resulted in 
an overall feeling of success for 
retailers in the high street for De¬ 
cember 2008. Many of the stores 
are continuing to run special pro¬ 
motions throughout January - so 
we urge shoppers to visit and 
grab a bargain.” 

The winter sales may end in 
misery for some unlucky resi¬ 
dents. Shops across the country 
were hit by £17million of attempt¬ 
ed fraud, as thieves with stolen 
credit card details led the seasonal 
spending spree.

• Protect your belongings - 
move them away from the 
pipe to prevent water damage 
when the pipe thaws 

• If the frozen pipe runs from 
a storage cistern and is not 
controlled by a valve, check 
if it has split. If it has, open 
all cold water taps in the 
system and flush the WC in 
order to empty the cistern 

• If the pipe has not split then 
open the cold water tap 
nearest to the part of the pipe 
you think is frozen to allow

It’s about how 
you deal with it’ 


It is a debilitating disease that affects 
120,000 people throughout the UK and 
those living with Parkinson’s in Sutton 
are battling for extra help. 

As the disease progresses, it can lead to 
more severe symptoms, with some suffer¬ 
ers developing speech problems or more 
violent tremors, making daily life in¬ 
creasingly difficult. 

The disease can be eased through medi¬ 
cation and regular appointments with 
consultants - and some added help, which 
Kingston and Epsom residents are al¬ 
ready receiving, is the availability of a 
specialist nurse who deals solely with 
Parkinson’s patients. 

Not only are they able to advise and edu¬ 
cate patients on the different aspects of 
the disability, they focus on care in pa¬ 
tients’ homes which prevents hospital ad¬ 
missions. 

Frustrated by the lack of funding for a 
nurse in Sutton, the borough’s mayor 
Councillor Myfanwy Wallace, and her 
mayoress June Reid, who suffers from the 
disease, decided last year to begin raising 
the £30,000 needed to pay for a nurse for a 
year. 

In between mayoral engagements and 
frequent fundraising events, June has a 
daily battle with the disease which she 
has lived with for more than 20 years. Al¬ 
though she tries to get on with her life as 
best she can, she admits she can some¬ 
times struggle with simple tasks. 

“At the moment I’m throwing things 
about and dropping them on the floor,” 


she said. “I live on my own so I have to be 
aware of going up the stairs. It takes quite 
a long time to get dressed, about half-an- 
hour each morning. I can’t put necklaces 
on and underwear is difficult as well. 

“It’s all the fiddly things. I can’t brush 
the back of my hair either. But I love 
cooking, I do a lot of baking and take it up 
to the church coffee mornings. I poured 
some milk into a saucer the other day and 
I spilt it all on the floor. I had to clean it all 
up and start again. I’ve had it for about 23 
years so you just get on with it. There is 
no point feeling sorry for yourself but a 
nurse would help. If there are any prob¬ 
lems with medication then they are very 
knowledgeable about that.” 

Sutton’s population means two special¬ 
ist nurses are needed, but Coun Wallace 
and June are realistic in knowing that 
funding just one will be difficult. 

“We knew it wasn’t an easy target and 
we were aware that nobody else in this 
borough had reached such a high 
amount,” she said. “But other boroughs 
have, although they have larger compa¬ 
nies within their area. Sutton doesn’t 
have many large companies any more but 
you only have to go down to Croydon and 
along the Purley Way and there are lots.” 

Currently just over £12,000 has been 
raised, meaning that the remaining 
£18,000 they need will have to be raised 
before May - which is when a new mayor 
comes into office and the charity appeal 
changes. 

Although Councillor Wallace is slightly

disappointed with their current total, she 
said she was refusing to give up. 

“We knew it was a huge target but we 
wanted to stretch ourselves,” she said. 
“By Christmas we wanted to have 
achieved half of the total. The spirit of 
giving has moved on now and we are try¬ 
ing to get companies to arrange an event 
but it’s not happening.” 

Myfanwy claims that the introduction 
of a nurse to the borough would save Sut¬ 
ton and Merton Primary Care Trust 
rather than drain more of its resources. 

“What I envisage is a nurse that can be 
part of a doctor’s surgery who can go out 
to visit patients but at the same time she 
is part of a team for supervision,” she 
said. “She could even be part-time and 
work from a number of surgeries. What 
the nurse does is keep people out of hos¬ 
pital and at the same time they are reduc¬ 
ing the costs of the PCT. It is a saving that 
comes under the heading of prevention.” 

In 2002, the British Medical Journal 


claimed that the provision of Parkinson’s 
nurses was “cost-neutral”. Gian Clywd 
Hospital in north Wales implemented the 
specialist nurse itself and saved its PCT 
£100,000 in one year. 

But Sutton PCT claims it has no provi¬ 
sion for a nurse, meaning as many as 700 
residents who live with the disease do not 
receive the extra help that one would 
bring. 

As well as more research into the dis¬ 
ease, Myfanwy and June agree that it is a 
disease which needs its own profile and 
awareness raised within society in order 
to help its sufferers. 

“The disease does make me feel very 
self-conscious if I am out or at the theatre 
for example because of the people behind 
me,” June said. “They think that I’m just 
too fidgety or something. When I give 
talks I always tell people and make a joke 
about it, asking them if they can put up 
with me jiggling. If I meet people then I 
don’t tell people unless they ask. People

stare, and I’m finding people do more so 
at the moment because I’m moving more, 
it’s more jerky. 

“When I found out I had it, I was abso¬ 
lutely gobsmacked. It was the last thing 
I’d thought of. Everyone I knew was 
shocked because no one knew much 
about it. The general public is embar¬ 
rassed. They see someone shaking and 
they don’t know what’s happening. It’s 
about raising awareness about the dis¬ 
ease as well and how you deal with it,” 
Coun Wallace said. 

Fundraising events are continuing to 
run until May, including a charity fashion 
show and a charity meal. 

But Coun Wallace is open to other 
fundraising ideas and support from com¬ 
panies who would like to help out. Al¬ 
though the introduction of a specialist 
nurse in Sutton would make a huge differ¬ 
ence to the lives of people living with 
Parkinson’s, there is a fear that once the 
year’s funding runs out the local PCT will 
not continue the funding. But Coun Wal¬ 
lace and June refuse to give up and hope 
to continue raising awareness for the dis¬ 
ease even after May. 

“We don’t really know that much about 
the disease, we need to do more re¬ 
search,” Coun Wallace said. “We hope to 
run the campaign until May but after that 
I am hoping to collect pictures and con¬ 
vert them into cards and sell them in the 
libraries, which will help us get the mes¬ 
sage out about the disease.”

Working for 
a brighter 
town centre

Working at Sutton Station for 15 
months during her gap year made Sut¬ 
ton’s new town centre manager wonder 
why so many people wanted to leave the 
town to work elsewhere every day. 

Born in the town, Emily Fahey, 28, is 
now hoping to put Sutton on the map. 
She said: “I’ve lived in Sutton all my 
life. After I left school and before I went 
to Kingston University I worked in tick¬ 
et sales at Sutton station, and it was 
shocking to see how many people left 
Sutton to go into town every day.” 

In her view, Sutton has a lot to offer 
but more work needs to be done to im¬ 
prove the town’s appearance and facili¬ 
ties. An element of her work in Sutton 
will be to contribute to the town centre 
renewal programme and the local de¬ 
velopment framework, which seek to 
review and improve open spaces and ac¬ 
cess to public transport. 

Miss Fahey, former deputy head girl of 
Nonsuch High School, said: “It’s impor¬ 
tant people contribute to the [town cen¬ 
tre renewal! consultation as we want to 
engage with local people. We need to en¬ 
sure that whatever plans are made, they 
reflect the needs and priorities of local 
people.” 

A keen singer and performer herself, 
Miss Fahey said a varied programme of 
live music and busking would breathe 
life into the town. 

As part of her plan to give Sutton a 


greater sense of identity she is also 
hoping to introduce a food festival later 
this year and to establish the town as a 
destination among London’s boroughs 
by getting it coverage on websites such 
as Top Table and Visit London. 

“When someone asks me where I’m 


from and I say Sutton, I don’t want to 
have to say ‘that place between Croydon 
and Kingston’,” she said.

Service in good health 
at under-fire St Helier 


I felt that I should write to your 
readers with regard to the 
most excellent treatment I re¬ 
ceived having recently been 
admitted to St Helier Hospital 
as an emergency patient. 

Having been taken ill with se¬ 
rious pain at home, I was taken 
to the hospital at 2.30am on 
Thursday, December 20, 2007.

Priorities are 
taxing issue 

In case your readers were mis¬ 
led by your front-page report 
(Cough up for the Scrooges, 
Sutton Guardian, December 
20) let me provide them with 
the facts rather than attempts 
at colourful headlines. 

The Council Leader Sean 
Brennan and I made it very 
clear that, while it was too 
early to make an announce¬ 
ment about the likely level of 
council tax increase, when we 
come to make a recommenda¬ 
tion in February any increase 
will be substantially lower 
than the Government’s previ¬ 
ous capping limit of five per 
cent. 

I am at a complete loss to un¬ 
derstand how this came to be 
reported as a “4.9% hike”. 
Such reporting may cause un¬ 
necessary concern to our resi¬ 
dents. 

We are currently at the stage 
of asking residents for their 
views on a series of questions 
about what they think our pri¬ 
orities should be, including 
their views on a proposed 
package of savings and growth 
proposals. 

Only when we have consid¬ 
ered their responses will we be 
proposing the 2008/09 budget 
and council tax level for con¬ 
sideration at the February 19 
meeting of the council’s execu¬ 
tive committee. The details of 
the consultation are on the 
council’s website and in all 
Sutton libraries. 

Sutton Council continues to 
provide high quality services 
at a considerably lower cost 
than most other boroughs, and 
this is recognised by the Audit 
Commission’s top four-star rat¬ 
ing. In 2007/08 Sutton spent 
£691 per head of population 
compared with the London¬ 
wide average of £859 and £757 
for outer London boroughs. 

The Liberal Democrats will 
continue to provide high quali¬ 
ty services to our residents at 
the least possible cost and to 
keep any increases in council 
tax as low as possible.

Get the lowdown on Indian bread 

Nowhere is bread more important than in India 
where there are more than 50 varieties 


High in complex carbohy¬ 
drates, protein and B vita¬ 
mins, the beauty of bread is 
its simplicity Flour and 
liquid are its main ingredi¬ 
ents, along with yeast and 
sometimes salt. 

Nowhere is bread more im¬ 
portant than in India, where 
there are more than 50 vari¬ 
eties, each with their own dis¬ 
tinctive taste. One of the most 
common is roti, and an Indi¬ 
an meal isn’t complete with¬ 
out it. 

East Indian in origin, roti is 
sold everywhere in India 
from roadside roti stands to 


restaurants. Cheap and fill¬ 
ing, roti - also known as chap- 
pati - is made of flour and 
water dough, rolled very thin 
and cooked like a pancake on 
slow heat. 

A richer version of the roti 
is the parantha, which is 
cooked with butter and is soft 
and delicious. Parantha can 
be stuffed with potatoes or 
other vegetables and is a com¬ 
plete meal eaten with 
plain yoghurt and pickles or 
even with ketchup. 

The same basic dough used 
in most Indian bread is the 
foundation for puri, Indian 


fried bread, which is rolled 
out thin and round with a 
wooden roller and then 
deep-fried, either in clarified 
butter or vegetable fat. 

Indian bread can be leav¬ 
ened or unleavened, made 
without yeast or any other 
leavening agent such as phul- 
ka, which is puffed up and 
light in texture. The best ex¬ 
ample of a leavened Indian 
bread would be naan (pic¬ 
tured). Common to the north 
of India, naans are also popu¬ 
lar in Pakistan and 
Bangladesh and are tradition¬ 
ally cooked in a clay oven dug 


into the earth, called a tan- 
door. The secret of naan 
bread lies in the yoghurt, 
which is added to a highly fer¬ 
mented, very fine wheat flour 
responsible for its smooth, 
soft crust and slightly sour 
taste. 

Indian breads are very dif¬ 
ferent from the traditional 
western breads. They are pre¬ 
pared very quickly, and most 
Indians make their bread 
fresh every day by hand. 

But no matter how you come 
by your bread, it is a soul¬ 
warming food for all 
occasions.

Time to take 

Ford Is developing a reputation 
as a centre of excellence for 
diesel engines. The Fiesta is 
a grateful beneficiary. 

Andy Enright reports 



Despite the burgeoning reputation 
of Ford’s Centre for Diesel Excel¬ 
lence at Dagenham, the 67bhp 1.4- 
litre engine the Fiesta TDCi sports 
under its bonnet originally hails 
from France. Peugeot, to be exact, 
which uses it in some of its smaller 
models. 

In the 307, this unit seems to strug¬ 
gle to move the sheer bulk of a full- 
sized family hatch, but the prospects 
for a smaller Supermini like the Fi¬ 
esta seem better, even if it does tip 
the scales at a hardly featherweight 


1,065kg. Around 1181b/ft of torque 
should even serve up the promise of 
some fun behind the wheel. 

If you do need more urge, a 1.6- 
litre TDCi is available. 

Fortunately the 1.4 TDCi Fiesta 
manages to live up to expectations, 
dynamically at least. 

The acceleration to 60mph is fair at 
14.7 seconds, but this gives little clue 
as to the satisfying nature of the 
Duratorq engine’s mid range 
pull. Fuel economy is, however, 
superb. 


The official combined fuel econo¬ 
my equates to a creditable 65mpg 
while the carbon dioxide emissions 
are an almost-saintly 114 grammes 
per kilometre. 

If the Mondeo and the Focus had 
never existed, the Fiesta would have 
been winning awards left, right and 
centre, it’s that good. 

In the final reckoning it doesn’t 
quite play out like that. Familiarity 
has bred, if not contempt, then a 
blind spot for the work Ford has put 
into the Fiesta. 


However tempting it is to call 
the 1.4-litre TDCi a quick fix, the en¬ 
gine having been sourced from a 
rival, the overall package is too 
good in too many key areas to ig¬ 
nore. 

It’s a super engine in a car that 
handles well and ticks all the focus 
group boxes. 

With the Renault Clio, Seat Ibiza 
and VW Polo all queuing up to take a 
pop at the Fiesta 1.4 TDCi, it’s got a 
fight on its hands but also the ability 
to come out on top.
